If the, 
court should make an award favor¬ 
able to this city in the Baldwin con¬ 
demnation suit now pending, and for 
which this city recently voted $40,- 
000 in bonds, the holdings of the 
Water Company should be trans¬ 
ferred to the city at once. 

Several reasons make this step ad¬ 
visable, in the minds of many citi¬ 
zens. One of the most important of 1 
these concerns the expenditure of the 
balance of the $40,000 after the 
Baldwin estate has been reimbursed j 
for the property which it is expected* 
will be awarded to this city by thej 
court. Less than half the amount! 
is expected to be needed for that 
purpose. The balance was to be 
used in establishing the nucleus of 
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holdings were to be transferred to 
the city. 1 'hat the proposition was 
defeated was due to causes which 
had nothing to do with the price. So 
it may be assumed that approximate¬ 
ly the same price could be agreed 
upon as a basis for negotiations if

MEETING OF CITY TRUSTEES 
All went smoothly for awhile after 
the opening of the meeting of the 
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Rainfall up to Dec. 22nd....1.34 

The little flutter of wind, thunder 
and rain on Saturday, the 17th, made 
no appreciable addition to the rain¬ 
fall of the season. 

The small record for the 19th was 
even more disappointing as at one 
time there seemed to be every indi¬ 
cation of a good downpour. 

The rainfall for the corresponding 
period in 1909 was 1014 inches. De¬ 
cember being the wettest month of 
the season 1909-1910. 

There was an absolutely dry De 
cember in 1900. but the season’s 
raifall amounted to 30.99 inches: 
there was another dry December in 
1901, with a record for the season 
of 15.34 inches. In October, Novem¬ 
ber and December, 1903, there was 
no rainfall to record and the total 
for the season was only 12.44 inch¬ 
es. 

During the series of dry years 
commencing with the season 1 SOT¬ 
OS a similar, and even worse condi¬ 
tion existed in Australia, where 
nearly half the sheep and cattle were 
lost from drought. The occurrarice 
of a series of dry seasons In Califor¬ 
nia and Australia, at the same time 
may have been a coincidence, but it 
i6 nevertheless a fact that when the 
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frana reports fhhf The rainy season 
just past, has been one of the best 
for many years and that the “country 
is looking like a garden.” 

NEW MAILS ON SCHEDULE 

Some changes have been made in 
the local mall schedule since it was 
radically rearranged some months 
ago. The later changes have been 
In the way of additional service. All 
the mails still come by way of the 
Santa Fe. The additional mails re¬ 
ceived are from the east and arrive 
at 9 a. m. and 3:30 p. m. An addi¬ 
tional outgoing mail is made up at 
2:30 p. m. Other mails remain as 
before, with no changes.

Chairman Mackerras of 
the Board of Health reported that 
other members of that body felt the 
same way about the matter, as it 
had been expected that when the dog 
catcher was hired at the price named 
he would come fully equipped for 
work and there would be no other 
expense.
